‘charged with attempted:murder and
conspiracy in the shooting of Faisal
Zagallai, a Libyan graduate student, on
Oct. 14, 1380. Mr. Zagallai has recovered
except for the loss of sight in one eye.
- Several rebuttal witnesses testified
today,. including Farida Zagallai, the
wife of the victim, who said she heard
her husband call out to her in Arabic
shortly before he was shot twice in the
head. . s

Mrs. Zagallai was the only person in
‘the.couple’s apartment other than Mr.
Tafoya and her husband when the shoot-
ingoccurred. o

Sequestering of Jury

Mr. Tafoya said in nearly three days
of testimony that he believed he was
carrying a message from the C.IA,
when he went to Mr. Zagallai’s apart-
ment posing as a. job interviewer. Mr.
Tafoya said he shot Mr. Zagallai in self-
defense. )

the kitchen when she heard her husband
shout in Arabic: “Faridal It's him! It’s
him}” . ' _

Mrs. Zagallat 5aid she ran to her bed-
room because she thought her husband
had been killed and that her life was in
danger. She said she broke a window
and stayed in the bedroom until the po-
licearrived later.
